I n 1977, a man had a dream. He wanted to open a mail-order 
firearms shop in McKeesport, Pa., and he wanted to callitThe 
God Damn Gun Shop. The neighborhood church ladies were 
none too amused, and the God-fearing Pennsylvania legislature 
quickly passed a law banningcorporations from having names “that 
constitute blasphemy, profane cursing or swearing or profane the 
Lord’s name.’"Ibday, Pennsylvania is one of six states with anti- 
blasphemy laws on their books. 

In 2007, a Downingtown part-time filmmaker named George 
Kalman also had a dream. He wanted to incorporate a limited lia- 
bility corporation to run his film business, and he wanted to name 
it “I Choose Hell Productions LLC" — an anti-suicide message, 
he told The New York Times last year, as in, a hellish life is better 
than offing yourself But a week after he dispatched his incorpora- 
tion forms, the Pennsylvania Department of State rejected his 
filing.That name, it seems, violated the state’s blasphemy law. 

In February 2009, Kalman sued, contending that his First and 
14th Amendment rights were being violated. On June 30, U.S. 
District Court Judge Michael M. Baylson struck down Penn- 
sylvania's law, in large part because the state left it to faceless paper- 
pushers to determine what, exactly, blasphemy is. That much made 
tiie Inquirer. 



much attention: In September 2005, the state's Corporation 
Bureau wanted to nail down the legal definition of blasphemy. So, 
assistant counsel Martha Brown created a list of 23 “suspect words" 
to help employees decipher which corporation names ran afoul of 
the law. Eighteen of these words were your basic vulgarities. The 
remaining five were “Christ, "“damn,"“heIl,”“God”and “Jesus." 

As Baylson noted in his ruling: “Ms. Brown . . . had not received 
any training or education regarding religion ...."Brown never 

shared that list with the clerks 
who review corporate filings. 

In January 2006, Brown 
created List 2.0, which, in 
addition to the words on the 
first list, also contained "bull," 
and an instruction that “ [ajny permutation of these words should 
be flagged for review as well as variations on the spelling of these 
words that would yield the same pronunciation." 

"Fucque I no. "probably wouldn’t make the cut, then. 

In her deposition in the case, Brown clarified how she would use 
these suspect words. In: “I Choose God,” or “I Reject HelL” Out: “I 
Choose Hell," or, probably, “Your God is a Lie Deli and Catering ." 

This new list, however, didn’t make the rounds until July 2009, long

managed to pass a budget on time. Hooray. 

But let’s not get too excited: In reality, this was less an achieve- 
ment and more like that time your dad showed up at your birthday 
party for the first time ever — when you were turning 8 years old. 
Also, he was drunk. And he brought his new 25-year-old mail-order 
bride. And he gave you an age-inappropriate present. 

So what is Harrisburg's age-inappropriate present to us? Well, 
besides a project honoring Sen. Arlen Specter and tons of walk- 
ing-around mo ney , we received no tax on cigars or smokeless 
tobacco, lots of cash for new 7 prisons, $5.5 million in library cuts, 
$1.1 milion in child care cuts and ... oh God, this is too depress- 
ing, and you know this already, right? 

OK, then. Let’s move on to a lesser-reported casualty in the state 
budget: free HIV testing. 

According to ACT UP Philadelphia, an HIV/AIDS activist 
group, the new budget has slashed HIV prevention money state- 
wide by $300,000 • and that’s on top of $1.7 million in cuts 
last year. ACT UP predicts this will lead to nearly 8,000 fewer 
Pennsylvanians receiving HIV tests annually. Hardest-hit will 
be the smallerorganizations geared toward minorities and the 
homeless. Unless outside grants come in, these groups say, they’ll 
have to eliminate their free HIV testing programs altogether. 

Without free testing, activists fear that many Philadelphians 
won’t know they have HIV until it's too late. “We’re very success- 
ful in getting first-time testers. Without that money, a lot of people 
are going to fall through the cracks,’’ says Ron Sy. executive director 
of AIDS Services in Asian Communities. “T m terrified.” 

BRIBES 

There are a thousand reasons to be glad that Philly isn’t Seattle, or 
San Francisco, or some other West Coast township that is totally in 
love with itself. You can swear around (and usually at) children, 
for instance, or smoke without falling victim to annoying passive- 
aggressive reproach. But the West Coast also breeds eco-friendli- 
ness, and us circle-jerky as the Western version may be, they don't 
have to bribe their citizens with tchotchkes to throw food in one 
bin and plastic in another. We do. 

(Although, to be fair, Seattle charges its residents by the volume 
oftrash they leave on the side of the road, rather than a flat fee, to 
encourage conservation. And in San Francisco, they’ll fine you 
SIOO if you don’t separate recyclable or compostable materials from 
your garbage. Seriously.) 

Last week, Philadelphia finished rolling out its Recycling 
Rewards program, which rewards people with points commen- 
surate with the amount they recycled toward discounts off their 
deodorant or wh atever. The city began the program in February in 
N orth Philly and finished in the Roxbo rough/Chestnut Hill area. 

Apparently, it's gone well. Mayor’ s office spokeswoman Maura 
Kennedy tells us that recycling rates have risen from an abysmal 
6 percent of its waste before the program started to a substan- 
tially less abysmal 20 percent in the targeted neighborhoods (as 
of press time, we were still awaiting harder numbers), That’s still 
a lot less than Seattle's 50 percent or San Francisco's 72 
percent — perhaps we should consider a more punitive approach 
— bu t it’s a fii r sight better than where we were a few months ago. 

That’s some good news, right?

TROY JOHNSON HAS wrestled with some of Philadelphia’s 
biggest, baddest weeds, and he knows what it takes to get them 
out. “It takes a man,” says the 20-year-old Kensington native, 
broadly smiling behind a wispy beard and black-rimmed glasses. 

Eight weeks of tangling with Philly’s fiercest weeds (“many 
taller than me”) in Philadelphia’s historic Bartram's Garden has 
taken 20 pounds off Johnson’s now-lanky frame. 

“But after you see what you’ve done,” he says, as we walk past 
tidy paths and manicured vistas, “the result is just awesome ” 

Johnson is one of four in the first class of the Pennsylvania 
Horticultural Society* s “Roots to Reentry” program . The pilot 
program trains nonviolent prisoners to be landscape workers. 

By yanking weeds, Johnson hopes to bootstrap himself out of 
a life of crime that began at 15. At a recent graduation ceremony 
under Bartram's majestic trees, Johnson made a promise to a 
crowd that included his mother, niece, grandmother and girl- 
friend: “I won’t let you down." 

“In the beginning, he was a boy," Johnson’s mom says. “Now, he's 
a man.” Du ring his 20-month incarceration, Johnson also earned 
a high school diplom a — his mom brought it from home, since he'd 
not yet seen it But what pleased graduates, families and officials 
most was the promise of what would come next. After their release, 
all four ex-offenders would get jobs through the program. 

“Let the jobs begin!” Johnson’s mom declared as the ceremony 
came to a dose. There wasmuch joy because jobs forex-offend- 
ers are scarce. Prison offidals

work at all, if s usually flipping 
burgers. “Roots to Reentry" will 
hopefully offer something bet- 
ter than a dead end in fast food. 

Buttheir hopes depend on 
whether urban horticulture 
can ramp up fast enough 
— and that’s a stretch. In the last decade of PHS’ Philadelphia 
Green, which includes the City Harvest gardening program 
inside prison walls (Cover Story, “The Green Payback,” April 27, 
2006], only about 120 jobs are created on a yearly basis. At best, 
that's a tiny drop in a big bucket Every year, about 40,000 pris- 
oners are released in Philadelphia, and an estimated 200,000 to 
400,000 ex-offenders need some help. 

To spur companies to hire ex-offenders, the city offers up to $5 mil- 
lion in tax credits yearly. Astonishingly, over the three years ofthe 
program — as the Inquirer recently reported — not a single employ- 
er has applied for the tax credit, and no hires have been made. 

Still, PHS hopes that a fresh crop of gardening jobs will come 
through dozens of small, private landscaping companies who

One of the four graduates did get a permanent, full-time job at 
Bartram’s Garden through KJK Associates, a PHS contractor. 
Johnson and the others, however, were offered less-permanent 
work at KJK. Like many city landscaping companies, KJK is a 
lean operation with a full-time staff of less than a dozen. 

So even with his new high school diploma and a horticultural 
certificate, Johnson knows he's hardly out ofthe woods. Still, for 
him, pulling weeds beats shoveling fries. It makes him proud. 

“I first thought gardening was going to be nerdy, women’s 
work," says Johnson. “But this makes me feel like a man.”

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WHEN ELECTIONS DON’T MATTER 



The city Democratic Party doesn't always care what voters think. By Holly otterbein 




D uring May’s primary election, Republicans finally glommed 
the city's attention for the first time in a half-centuty — by 
thoroughly self-destructing. In order to squash a small, 
but ballooning cadre of party newcomers, the Republican City 
Committee (RCC) filed ballot-petition challenges against members 
of its own party, rewrote bylaws to make it harder to elect its own 
committee persons, and declined to recognize a dozen of its own 
ward leaders. 

Now a small group says the Democratic City Committee (DCC) 
treats its rookies the same way. 

This winter, six residents of the 40th Ward, in Southwest Phila- 
delphia, decided to do an innocent enough thing: They ran for 
Democratic committee positions. None of them — Tracey Gordon, 
Than Lim, Donald Henry, Tbny McCloud, Beverly Austin and 
Robin Akers — were committee persons at the time, and many 
were utterly fresh to city politics. 

They say they wanted to make their community a better place. 
Gordon, for instance, who serves as president of the community 
group Southwest Concerned Citizens, thoughtshe might able to 
lift the voter participation rate in her ward. At about 8 percent 
during nonpresidcntial election years, it ranks among the lowest 
in the city. Heniy, meanwhile, wanted to see fewer young people 
getting into trouble. 

"The ward doesn’t place enough emphasis on finding something 
for the youth here to do,”he says. 

The city Democratic Party didn’t share the group’s zeal. In 
March, Steven Kaplan, an attorney for the DCC, filed ballot peti- 
tion challenges against all six. 

"In some of these divisions where they filed challenges, there 

Roberts, the group’s pro-bono attorney. "These were good people 
they were challenging, too. Henry is president of the Eastwick 
Dynasty Dragons Youth Organization; McCloud owns a small 
business.’’ 

The DCC says that it took the fledglings to court because they 
didn’t have enough legitimate signatures of registered Democrats 
to get on the ballot (You need 10.) Gordon, however, remembers 
things a little differently. In her telling, Ann Brown, one of the two 
Democratic leaders of the 40th Ward, chided the group for running

“Where in America do you have to ask to run forelection?”(Brown 
denies saying that.) 

Eveiyone in the group was either kicked off the ballot or with- 
drew from the race. Well, almost: On March 22, the Court of 
Common Pleas denied the DCC’s challenge to Gordon. On Election 
Day in May, she won with 38 votes. 

But on June 7, at the ward’s first post-election meeting, deputy 
chair Gregoiy Moses suggested that the committee oust Gordon. 
He cited a bylaw to support his position: 

“If at any time in the opinion of the majority of the entire ward 
committee, a member is unfaithful to the Democratic Party 
and the best interests of the party, or refuses, fails or neglects 
to work in harmony with the ward committee, the ward committee 
shall be empowered to remove said person from its membership.'' 

The committee agreed, and unanimously voted Gordon out. A 
police officer — Brown says she called the cops ahead of time to 
make sure that Gordon went 
quietly — escorted her out- 
side. Brown readily admits 
that her animus was moti- 
vated, in part, by Gordon’s 
support of the five o tiler out 
siders who also ran for com- 
mittee positions. Brown adds 
that when she got Gordon a 
job with then-Mayor John Street’s Office of Community Services, 
Gordon lost it because she was “disruptive.’’ Gordon says she was, 
in fact, laid off 

“She filed committee people against the ward,” says Brown. “She 
tried to take over the ward.” (The 40th Ward, it’s worth noting, has 
a total of 102 available Democratic committee positions. ) 

Gordon asked for a copy of the bylaw she broke. That request was 
denied. She also phoned the DCC, Philly Democratic kingpin U.S. 
Rep. Bob Brady imd the Pennsylvania Democratic Party about the 
meeting, but heard zip back. 

“How can a ward go against the will of the citizens who elected 
me?” she asks. 

Quite easily, it turns out: According to Jonathan David, director 
of voter services at the Committee of Seventy, it “may not seem 
right, but its legal.”

“Parties are essentially private, ”he explains. “It’s 
a shame, though. They’re turning away a person 
who wants to serve their community.” 

David adds that Gordon could appeal the deci- 
sion, though “the party probably wouldn’t change 
its mind.” 

Gordon says she'd love to appeal, but her ques- 
tions about doing so have gone unanswered. She 
still doesn’t even have a copy of the bylaw used 
to toss her out. She acknowledges that she might 
have better luck if she followed in the path of 
Philly Republican insurgents, who’ve threatened 
to sue over their struggles with the RCC. “But I 
don’t have the money for that,” she says. 

Though Gordon and the group’s plight might 
seem like small potatoes, it speaks to a larger, more 
troubling issue: If the DCC can so easily push out 
an elected committee person simply because she 
wanted to bring in new blood, how will potentially 
corrupt elements in the party ever be weeded out? 
After all, committee persons elect ward leaders, 
and ward leaders elect citywide leadership. Even 
worse, says Gordon, such a chokehold can encour- 
age nepotism. 

“The only reason the committee didn’t stand 



up for me is because they're all 
getting jobs,” she says. Though 
she won’t give specifics, Gordon 
claims that Brown, who prior to 
her retirement in 2004 worked 
for Council President Anna 
Vema, routinely doles out patron- 
age work to committee persons in 
the 40th Ward. According to the 
city’s phone directory records, at 
least six of the ward’s committee 
persons are on the city’s payroll. 

“I wish I had jobs to give out,” 
counters Brown. “I’ve worked 
very hard in the past to find 
employment for my committee 
people, and I'm proud of that.” 

Gordon’s recent experience 
with the DCC has her thinking 
back to why she ran in the first 
place — to improve voter partici- 
pation — and if it’s possible. 

“The party is fine with no one 
voting. Then no one asks ques- 
tions, and they can keep getting 
the same old people elected,” she 
says. “They want to keep us quiet.”

taking flight 

Does targeting queer cfflwna to a qu&Bfaudience help or hinder? 




>While„ 



* the current crop of American independent 
films are often supported by studio specialty arms, established 
actors and/or various investors, queer cinema very much remains 
a DIY industry. Moreover, in this age of video on demand, where 
the marketplace for direct-to-DVD features is changing, film fes- 
tivals arc still the best showcases for gauging audience response, 
generating publicity and getting distribution deals. 

For filmmakers in the queer community — which is still a mar- 
ginalized, albeit dedicated, niche market — the question arises: 
Does catering to a core queer audience help or hinder these efforts? 

Actor/producer Matthew Montgomery, who is receiving an artis- 
tic achievement award for acting at QF est, and Robert Gaston, 
locally based writer/director of the closing-night film, Flight of the 
Cardinal, grapple with these issues in different ways. 

As an actor, Montgomery is an established presence in queer 
cinema. This may beinpartbecauseofhis penchant for nudity, 
but more likely it's because he’s played gay men who struggle not 
with their sexuality but in their quests for love and happiness. 

Montgomery says he would love mainstream success, but 
acknowledges that “it’s difficult if not impossible to break out in 
the mainstream market, which is more competitive. What I'm 
talking about doesn't have to do with if I'm gay — it’s more cor- 
porate." He compares his situation to actors in horror films who 
make a name for themselves and develop a following, but do not 
necessarily have the popular appeal to break out in Hollywood. 

Wearing his producer hat, Montgomery explains why his films 
have been successful on DVD (although he won’t divulge receipts). 



“I think that one of the strongest supports of LGBT 
cinema is that it has a loyal audience," he says. "People 
want to support the community, and they follow 
through on that by buying films. Viewers do not just 
want to see stories made, but they want to see openly 
gay actors and filmmakers succeed." 

Likewise, he feels investors in independent queer 
cinema are getting involved — often repeatedly 
— because “they want to help/give something back to 
the community. Monetarily, the people who invest in 
LGBT cinema also know that if they want any chance 
of a return on investment, they have to work within 
the realistic confines of how much money they are 
putting into a film. They know what the cap/profit. — 
or lack thereof — of a direct-to-DVD release will be.” 

Independent queer cinema budgets are noticeably 
lower than most American indie films because niche 
(i.e. queer) market films have a smaller audience. The 
filmmakers shoot quickly and cheaply on digital as 
they depend on creating an income stream for inves- 
tors — which enables them to make the next film. 
Theatrical play for independent queer films is rare 
outside festival exposure because of the associated 
expenses; hence the direct-to-DVD model. 

In contrast, when an American independent film 
— even a microbudget mumblecore movie — gets 
picked up for theatrical distribution, it might act as 
a loss leader for the distributor. "I do see a difference 



— strictly in a fiscal perspective — that there’s more 
support for indie mainstream,” says Montgomery. 

“It’s difficult to make a gay film with a multimillion 
dollar budget, unless it crosses over into mainstream. 
Brokeback Mountain is an exception to the rule.” 
Gaston spoke about his projects, which began with 
the queer Open Cam, continued with the gay and 
lesbian thriller 2 Minutes Later Ifull disclosure: This 
writer worked on — and had a cameo in — that Philly 
film], and now includes Flight of the Cardinal. 

Flight features Grady (Ross Beschler), a gay man 
finding his place in North Carolina, where he manag- 
es an inn. When he hires Beetle (David J. Bonner), a 
sexy — and possibly sinister — new employee, Grady 
finds himself fighting for control of his property, his 
boyfriend (Montgomery) and perhaps even his life. 

Gaston is reluctant to label Flight as a “gay" film; 
the story is more focused on good against evil than 
sexual identity. Gaston says, “The people who sup- 
ported Flight with money or time or equipment or 
talent — only one quarter of them were gay.” 

He adds that his investors are “most likely 99 percent 
liberal. But they are not necessarily gay. I don’t think 
sexuality is the only reason for any of my supporters. 
It’s a factor, sure. ... You have to be open-minded to sup- 
port a project with a queer character in the lead.” 
Gaston is also not anxious to label himself as a 
queer filmmaker. He insists, “I’ve worked on so many 
different kinds of projects over the years. I think of 
myself as a filmmaker. I think it’s important to have 
positive, realistic representations of queer people 
whenever possible, and if that makes me a queer 
filmmaker — or if who I sleep with makes me a queer 
filmmaker — then I guess I am one. I don't think I am

limited by my sexual orientation, or my films are lim- 
ited to an audience based on their sexuality. 

“We don’t need a lot more coming-out stories,” he 
says. “We can tell our own stories, and it’s as impor- 
tant to insert strong gay characters in projects that 
arc not 100 percent for gay audiences.” 

As such, Gaston submitted Flight to the presti- 
gious Toronto International Film Festival in hopes of 
broader distribution. Tm not sure I’m makings main- 
stream jump," he demurs. '1 just want to keep making 
films and building an audience, queer or straight."

A 'transploitation" film brings 
controversy to QFest. 




I T “Danger After Dark” seems like kind of a vague descrip- 
tor for a film series, then that’s — well, not intentional, exactly, but 
certainly appropriate. Programming director Travis Crawford, 
after all, can offer only the vaguest of notions of what constitutes 
a DAD film. And besides, he hates the name. 

“It was one of those things that seemed like a good idea at the 
time,” Crawford says of his initial pitch to Ray Murray, TLA 
Entertainment president and artistic director of what was then 
called tlie Philadelphia Festival ofWorld Cinema. 

“I was a freelance journalist writing about horror films and I 
came to Ray and said, ‘I have this idea: We’re going to show horror 
movies and action movies.’ 1 remember Ray asking, Do you have 
a more defined idea of this?’ And I said, ‘No, I really don’t, actually. 
Sorry. But it’s going to be called. . .’ and the words were coming out 
of my mouth. It’s dangerous and it's going to be a late-night thing, 
so it’s after dark,’ and I literally went away from the meeting say- 
ing, 'I hate that name.’ Are you kidding me? I’m stuck with Danger 
After Dark for 10 years now?" 

Crawford hasn’t been stuck with the title for that entire decade, 
actually. He stepped away from programming the series after the 
2007 film festival, making his return for DAD’s 10th anniversary, 
which also marks its debut as a stand-alone festival r unnin g 
alongside QFest — an odd couple to be sure, a result of the last- 
minute cancellation of spring's Cinefest. The internecine squab- 
bling that has so disrupted Philly’s festival schedule recently has 
nothing to do with his own involvement, but Crawford forecasts 
a reunion sooner rather titan later. "I think that ultimately all 
the parlies involved should recognise that programming film in 
Philadelphia is the most important tiling,” he says. 

Back in year one, Crawford never expected the series to last. "The 
first film I programmed was Female Convict Scorpion: Jailhouse 41, 
and I remember thinking, There will be no one in this theater. It’s 
going to be completely empty.’ We had a full house, and I was floored. 



I couldn't believe that we got 200 people to come out 
for a 30-year-old Japanese women-in-prison exploita- 
tion film.” 

This year’s 11 -film lineup is typically eclectic, 
ranging from the disturbing Greek psychodrama 
Dogtooth to the long-lost '70s grindhouse actioner 
Gone With the Pope, to the self-explanatorily over- 
the-top Japanese Big Tits Zombie 3-D. Asked to 
attempt a definition of a DAD film, Crawford offers: 
"It would have to be within some vaguo cla tfication 
of 'genre.' It’s going to have to be within the perim- 
eter of the horror or action category. But that’s a 
pretty broad categorization from my point of view.” 

Broad enough over the series' first decade to 
contain soon-to-be genre favorites like The Descent, 
High Tension and Ginger Snaps alongside vintage 
silent-era pornography, oddities by the likes of 
ultraprolific Japanese eccentric Takashi Miike and 
intense fare by art-house directors like Claire Denis 
and Catherine Breillat. 

While the current schedule contains DAD stand- 
bys like HK action director Johnnie To ( Vengeance ) 
and a couple of gonzo Japanese spectacles, the 
field has changed over the decade to the extent that 
Crawford’s program guide introduction rolls its

eyes at the longhaired ghost girls of J-horror, once a 
series standby and now banished as cliche. Crawford 
foresees a further expansion of what that (admit- 
tedly disliked) name entails, looking toward what he 
refers to as “the vanguard of genre films.” 

“When it comes to film programming, I think that 
Philadelphia rewards mediocrity, and that bothers 
me. And that will continue to bother me,” he says. 
“Coming back into Danger After Dark, Tm going 
to change it back to the way it originally was, more 
focused on art-house films and auteur films. I hate 
those classifications, but it’s going to be a lot more 
Gaspar Nod than it will be Hidco Nakata.”

didn't get upset. Their slogan was ‘Let’s fight hate 
with love,”’ says Luna, “and I was pissed off by that.” 
When Luna's film was scheduled for the Tribeca 
Film Festival, the Gay & Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation (GLAAD) released a call to action, 
demanding that the film not be screened. They voiced 
similar concerns to other trans activists: that the 
title is pejorative, that trans women are presented 
as “ridiculous caricatures of’real women"’ and that it 
glorifies violence against the trans community 
Luna understands that his movie is charged, but 
the idea that GLAAD didn't even want his film seen 
concerns him. Tm OK with someone not liking my 
movie or not liking me,” he says, “but to decide what 
people can and can't see is 1 00 percent un-American." 

But Ashley Love, trans advocate and an organizer 
for Media Advocates Giving N ational Equality to 
Transsexual & Transgender People (MAGNET), who 
wrote a piece about tile film for The Huffington Post, 
doesn't see it that way, “This isn’t ’censorship,’ yet 
was falsely concocted as such by the gay male press 
to drown out the real plight of transsexual women, 
which seeks accountability from exploitative gay pro- 
ducers who cast transsexual women in transphobic, 

epidemic of fear and violence directed at them,” Love 
wrote in a statement via e-mail. “The festivals reject- 
ing this film responsibly show social consciousness.” 
Tribeca screened TOTWK, as will QFest, and the 
fracas has become free advertising for the film. “I 
had to send GLAAD flowers," says Luna.

POSTERITY NOW 

Philly jazz pianist Dave Posmontier returns to 
the clubs with Ns first solo record. 

By A.D. Amorosi 

A s of June 2010, there are two things that local legendary 
jazz keyboardist Dave Fbsmontier, 59, had never done: 
raised his voice or recorded an album under his own name. 
With his quartet’s Posterity having just been released, scratch 
the latter off that list. The yelling bit? Not likely. 

He’s played on plenty ofPhillyjazz classics: trumpeter John 
Swana’s The Feeling's Mutual, a 1984 recording of the Posmontier 
Brothers Quintet (with his brother Rich) titled PBQ, and Here’s 
My Heart from the late adventurous vocalist Zan Gardner. “I 
always wanted to make an album of my own but. . . just never got 
around to it,” Posmontier says quietly. 

Being an even-tempered, low-talking gent doesn’t mean that 
there hasn’t been passion, grit and humor in his work. Quite the 
opposite. For all the Brahms on Posterity, there’s heavy blues and 
gospel covers, too. There’s a soulful swing to his compositions, to 
say nothingof his rigorous acoustic piano style.The Temple U 
math mqjor has been part of one of Philly’s coolest organ trios 
with Micky Roker and Bootsie Barnes since the early 70s. By the 
late 70s, he was playing with guitarist Steve Giordano’s Chosen 
Few — a vocal trio whose matching outfits Posmontier keeps 
stashed in his attic. “Green suit, white shoes, polka-dot shirt," he 



recalls. “We were too hip ." Along with being one-fourth of violin- 
ist John Blake's Quartet, Fbsmontier is also the synth-playing 
“Dr. Funk” in the dippy Klingon Klezmer. “They’re a zany act that 
takes me out of my element." 

Longtime fans know Posmontier took himself out of his usual 
element throughout the 2000s, Since the turn ofthe century, 
he's devoted time to family, teaching and private big-ticket 
events like weddings and bar mitzvahs.The closing of Zanzibar 
Blue and Ortlieb’s left Posmontier with fewer clubs to play. “I 
love Chris' Jazz Cafe, but I’m not a kid so the 1 l-to-2 slot can 
be tough."

THE GIRL WHO PLAYED WITH FIRE 

[ B ] LISBETH IS HAVING nightmares. She’s spent a year traveling to faraway places 
(Australia, the Caribbean ) and still, she’s haunted. She makes the rally decision you’d 
expect from a tech-gothy whiz kid with a photographic memory: She heads back to 
Sweden to sort out her demons — and kick their asses, too. As in the first film based 
on Stieg Larsson's Millennium Trilogy, Lisbeth (Noomi Rapace) is agonizingly effi- 
cient, fixated and alone, which doesn't make her as self-absorbed as the men who 
usually play this archetypal role. She does her best to avoid contact with Mikael 
(Michael Nyqvist), the investigative journalist with whom she teamed on the series’ 
previous mystery. Still, he’s keeping track of her, Lisbeth is framed for a few murders, 
one involving the same so-odious legal guardian, Nils Bjurman (Peter Andersson), 
who is only the latest of Lisbeth’s layered traumas. You don’t need to know the 
specifics to appreciate Lisbeth now — she’s as potent a 
cipher as any franchise hero: as resourceful as Bourne, as 
lethal as Bond. What makes Lisbeth resonate is that she 
combines these conventionalities with complications male 
counterparts could never fully manage: She gets herself 
she knows how she looks to others and she’s willing to suf- 
fer consequences because she knows she can. The consequences in The Girl Who 
Played With Fire are dire and (tediously) familial. She and Mikael are both trying to 
solve the murders related to a sex -trafficking ring, which means they’re working in 
parallel, tracking down Johns and corrupt government agents. Encounters with the 
film’s striking villain (Mikael Spreitz), a huge blond hulk who literally feels no pain, 
makes for some too-standard action scenes: a car chase down a sidewalk, a punch-out 
involving crane shots and frantic close-ups, and a showdown that leaves our girl so 
undone that her resurrection seems biblical. For all the abuse, she’s less frantic and 
damaged this time, and thus, she’s more fascinating. — Cindy Fuchs

Charles Dutoit, who 
happens to be afar more refined musician, has had 
difficulty getting buttsin the seats of the same hall, 
even with an orchestra, ours, that is in an end rely 
different league than the brash Angelinos. Which 
is why the Philadelphia Orchestra board made the 
hard-nosed business decision in naming a music 
! director to pass over venerable Dutoit in favor of 
! the 35-year-old Y&nnick Nezet-Seguin. 

But this is nothing new. We had an Italian stallion 
by the name of Riccardo Mufi here in Philly for more 
than adecade. He sold buckets of tickets. He hap- 
penedto be, and still is, afine conductor, but more 
people remember his hairstyle than his Brahms. I n 
the realm of soloists, there are first-class violi nists 
like the flashy, ecstatic Nadja Salemo-Sonnenberg. 
and N igel Kennedy, who used to perform with a 
mohawk and a sleeveless tux. 

The latest compelling callow character is a 
British pianist named James Rhodes. He's had 
twosolo releaseson the Signum label. The first 
| presented him as a mysterious, waif-like figure 
| with an emo personality. There were so many pic- 
i turesofhimwearingsunglassesthatlthoughthe 
was blind. The playing, however, is very lovely; 
deeply affectionate and richly toned, if somewhat 
unformed. His second album is even better, with 
some shrouds lifted from Rhodes' persona. On a 
bonus interview disc, he refers to alackof formal 
training. He talks abouthavingonce been involun- 
tarily institutionalized. He also speaks of music he 
so dearly loves with poetic intuition, such as his 
notion of th e opening of the Beethoven Sonata No. 
30 In E major (Op. 1 09) existing in a kind of eternal 
ether, which the pianist enters into, like hopping 
on atraln that is already moving along ata gently 
animated pace.

1 Temple Repertory Theater takes a risk while

| I professional summer theaterin Philadelphia is a huge gamble 
| I — we’re known for physically and mentally living“downa 
S Shore’ in July and August, and even the venerable Pennsylvania 
Z Shakespeare Festival anchors its season with a crowd-pleasing 
S musical — the face-value risk that Dan Kent takes in launching 
g Temple Repertory Theater’s rotating productions of Chekhov’s 
r Three Sisters and Shakespeare's Measure for Measure seems huge. 

1 Buthehas his reasons. 

“It's a two-part thing.’ says Kern, the company* s artistic director 
and winner of a Barrymore for Best Direction of a Play for Lantern 
Theater Co.’s production of Skylight. “First, we have a very tal- 
ented and committed faculty active in the local theater scene, and 
we share a sensibility about what an ensemble can be." 

The word “ensemble" implies a group of artists working together 
over time, “not living under the pressure of having to find their 
next job,” Kem explains, “who know each other, and are allowed to 
take risks, a fertile creative environment." Both Kem and Temple 
Theaters' artistic director, Douglas Wager, matured in regional 
theaters that stressed collaborative community. 

Second, Temple's unique Masters of Fine Arts acting program 
recruits mid-career professionals seeking an advanced degree. To 
speed their progress, the degree takes two years, including sum- 
mers — which the theater department would normally take off. 

“We melded this with the practical, of course," Kem continues. 



“We received a mandate from the 
university to get better, to "flourish 
or perish.’ A lot ofM.F.A. programs 
have connections with a resident 
professional company," so lb mple’s 
gone and created its own. This 
troupe features Barrymore winner 
Genevieve Perrier ( Skylight ) and 
Broadway veterans Yvette Ganier 
( The Miracle Worker, King Hedley 
ID and GreggAlmquist ( Tm Not 
Rappoport .Richard IID. 

So why start with the classics 
— plays many might consider too 

“Well, we hope patrons of larger theaters will come," Kem says. 
“We hope there’s a critical mass of people who will be interested. 
This is a smart town, a sophisticated theater town." Moreover, he 
says, more confidently, “with the talent we have here, it doesn't 
make sense not to capital- 
ize on our strengths," which 
include Temple graduates Dirk 
Durossette (scenic design), 
Millie Hiibel (costumes), John 
Hoey(lighting)und David 
O'Connor (sound). 

Kem and Wager are determined to give those audiences 
something special. TRT places play and audience together on 
the Tomlinson Theater’s vast stage, with only 150 seats. “Doing 
theater in L. A.,” says Kem — who worked for the American 
Conservatory Theater, Mark Taper Forum and South Coast Rep 
— “1 saw that agreatpieceof writing in an intimate space has a

powerful effect” 

Three Sisters (which Kem directs) and 
Measure for Measure (which Wager directs, 
with Kem playing the Duke) are ideal for 
the emotionally genuine acting that Kern 
teaches. “A play like Three Sisters really 
flourishes when actors are available and 
open, "says Kem.“It’s full of disconnects 
and surprises, and jumps fromjoy, hilarity 
and tears of laughter to tears of sorrow.” 
Themes relevant to modem Americans, he 
says, “blossom out of moment-to-moment 
life.” Shakespeare’s provocative Measure 
for Measure receives a modernist spin from 
Wager, former artistic director of Arena 
Stage in Washington, D.C. 

The season came together last fall, when 
Kem realized that the year's class worts in 
Shakespeare and Chekhov would be more 
meaningful with a real-world focus. Future 
seasons will depend on whatsuits the tal- 
ent. “We’re not a Shakespeare festival," 
Kem says. “Well reach in any direction."

SECOND SIGHT 

Legendary comedy troupe Second City turns 
50, and hits the road with its best material to 
celebrate. By Matthew Cahn

T here’s nothing funny about history. Unless it’s the history 
of Second City. Fbr its 50th anniversary, the legendary 
Chicago comedy troupe is diving deep into the archives to 
keep the audience laughing — and with archives like these, it 
doesn’t look like they’ll have any trouble. 

Consider Second City the Holy Roman Empire of comedy. Hie 
enterprise opened its doors in the Windy City in 1959, and has 
been breeding comedic geniuses ever since — notable alumni 
include Peter Boyle, Gilda Radner, all of the Ghostbusters, 
Stephen Colbert and homegirlTina Fey. 

All who attend the troupe’s two-week run at Suzanne 
Roberts Theatre will certainly leave with a greater under- 
standing of Second C ity, but the show is more li ke a greatest- 
hits album than dusty old history lesson. Expect a miscellany 
of the company’s most hilarious stuff (sketches, songs, impro- 
visations) written for Second City's stage, by Second City’s 
best and brightest. 



Because some of the material was written before the turn of 
the century, each skit has been updated for freshness. To keep 
the political and social satire relevant, some subtle adjust- 
ments have been made to the older scenes and skits — because 
that AOL 6.0 joke just isn’t as funny as it once was. (A sketch 
from 1959 called “Museum Piece," about a trendy culture snob, 
for example, has been updated to include the word “hipster." 

) There will also be a few tweaks to give the show a dash of 
local color. The introductions for the skits and the transi- 
tions between them have been tailored specifically for the 
Philadelphia crowd. 

The cast of the show will have a Philly bent, as well. Three 
Second City comedians — Edgar Blackmon, Rachel Miller and 

Katie Rich — are familiar faces in the 
215; each had a role in last summer’s 
Second City/Philadelphia Theatre 
Co. co-production CityofNutterly 
Love. Accompanying them on stage 
are a few other Second City students, 
including Rob Belushi, a man with a 
dominant funny gene (he’s the son of Jim, nephew of John).

A KING THING 

El Rey's theatrics don’t distract from Dionicto 
Jimenez’s solid Mexican fare.

I t takes decades of lived experience for restaurants to achieve 
authentic atmosphere, no matter how talented the design 
studio. This is why Stephen Starr was ceded 
a true gift with his acquisition of Chestnut 
Street’s Midtown IV Diner space — now his 0 „ : 

lively Mexican restaurant El Rey. I cjlypaper.net 

It’s sort of the entrepreneurial equivalent 
to buying pre-marinated chicken cutlets, (he 
Midtown coming steeped in its own historical juices. All it needed 
was Starr's legendary knack for visual theatrics The overall struc- 
ture has been left intact Inside, the bar has been retrofitted with 
Ludte platform shoes an espresso machine and premium tequilas. 
Bulbous Christmas lights metallic car medallions and patron 
saint candles line the reupholstered booths, while a once-mirrored 
wall is lacquered with vintage movie posters. In the Midtown’s old 



lounge space is now The Ranstead Room, a dimly lit “speakeasy” 
with flocked bordello wallpaper, nudie paintings and fashionable 
cocktails mixed by a dapper man in a tie. It’s pure velvet-painting 
kitsch and Mexi-fetishism, in the can’t-fail vein of El Vez, Distrito 
and El Camino Real. And the flea-market finds, loud music and 
rec-room hideaway vibe absolutely deliver the fantasy. 

What's more hazy is the culinaiy concept behind El Rey, which 
self-identifiesasa“homestyle"restaurant,The menu is broken 
into plates with prices in the single digits and others topping out 
in the mid-20s. On an early visit a server told us to expect the 
meal to be served family-style, and that the cheaper dishes would 
be smaller servings than the entree-like esperialidades. 

“Why don’t they just call it small plates?” my companion said. 

Most of the plates, though certainly shareable and a good value, 
were, indeed, small. (Maybe it’s the corrupting influence of Bucca 
di Beppo, bu t one pictures “family style” as overflowing bowls with 
big serving spoons, and not a salad plate’s 
MORE ROOD AND worth of salad with a microgreen garnish.)

place of employ, Xochitl, will recognize his signatures, 
like the chicken tinga tostada on a cracker-like fluted 
round of tortilla, the shredded meat braised in tomato, 
layered over black beans and topped with shredded 
lettuce and queso fresco. There’s his chile en nogada, a 
large, glossy poblano stuffed with spiced ground beef, 
translucent slices of almond and jewel-like squares of 
dried fruit, lavished with a creamy walnut sauce and a 
smattering of popping pomegranate seeds. 

Jimenez has a way with texture, delivering crunch just 
where you need it, like the thick tortilla chips nestled in 
the gently spiced blue crab ceviche with thin slices of very 
ripe avocado. Cool julienned chayote was pleasantly tan- 
gled up with the pink rings of pickled onions, romainc rib- 
bons, avocado drunks and cohabitating kernels of corn. A 
warm com salad, almost more of a soup, was a revelation, 
the corn floating in an epazote broth tinged with haba- 
nero butter with a sweet, almost vanilla-like finish. 

The gorditas came out as griddle-kissed masa rounds 
supported soft shreds of dtrusy pork pibil. In the mix 
were more of those fantastic pickled onions, and some 
beans, too, but it was the creamy yolk of hard-boiled egg 
that lilted them to meal-stopper status. Another dish 
that killed was the short rib enchiladas, in which tender 
shreds of braised beef were rolled up into pliant tortillas 
and drizzled relentlessly with an almost-sweet tomato 
sauce, crema and Chihuahua cheese. 

The los moles platter came with a pleasingly warm side 
basket of fresh tortillas and the rare opportunity to sample 
three types of mole side by side. There were pork ribs, the 
tender meat fa llin g off the bone, in a pipian mole — an 
orange, pumpkin-seeded sauce as piquant as a curry. The 
poblano-stylo chicken mole was the sweetest, with a domi- 
nant note of chocolate and a swirl of sesame. Only the lamb 
component of the three amigos disappointed; the slices of 
meal floating in molo negro were dry and gristly, refusing 
to soak up any of the sauce's dried-chili complexity. 

The tacos held promise but did not wow. The pork belly 
cubes in the caraitn were a nice touch, as was their chipo- 
tlc cream sauce, but the meat lacked punch. The halibut 
tacos, with cumin-dusted fish draped on threc-bite torti- 
llas with pickled onions, were fresh but unassertive. 

Desserts are confined to a limited selection — churros 
and some homemade ice cream and sorbet. Though their 
goat cheese caramel (a thick, tangy riff on cajeta) was 
ridiculously delicious, the crinkly fried strips of dough 
were a bit saggy in the middle. The ice creams, Mexican 
chocolate and mango jalapeno, were uniformly dense, 

was too subtle to truly enhance the dominant flavor. 

For a Starr restaurant, the beverages here are also nar- 
rowly curated: Seven bottled/canned beers, five drafts, 
a handful of wines and a few specialty cocktails. A nice 
selection of tequilas and some non-alcoholic choices like 
Mexican sodas and aguas frescas round out the options. 
It’s nice to have a drink list that doesn’t rival the menu for 
reading time. In some cases — and maybe especially in a 
room with this much personality, in a restaurant with so 
many intense flavors on offer — less really is more.
